D. J. Horan of the Second Ward, 
who has an undertaking shop at No. 169

last evening at the Cottage Grove Avenue 
Police Station. While at hig home over his 


piace of business he became violently insane. 

The idea possessed him that some one was 
pursuing him... He ran frantically about the 
house, terrifying his wife, and finally ran 
into the street. He was shouting at the 
top of his voice and attracted the attention 
of Officers Russell and Roche, who pursued 
him. They chased him from Dearborn 
street to Michigan avenue, where they over- 
took him. :

Barney Zacharias and David Smith Fail 


to Obey Orders and Suffer the Conse- 
quences=Detective Freeman Works Up 
the Case and Gives the Signal to Close 
In—Frequenters Surprised but Make No 
Resistance Nine Patrol Wagons Ke- 
quired to Take Them to the Station. 


Chief of Police Badenoch took a hand in 
the open pool-room busiress yesterday and 
issued an order that al! the places where pools 
were sold be closed. The owners and man- 
agers of three'of the places obeyed orders and 
shut their doors. The owners and managers 
of two others wished they had done so also 
when the police swouped down and made ar- 
rests of 108 inmates and keepers. 

The men who closed were Budd White, at 
Chapin & Gore’s; Smith & Perry, in Calhoun 
place, and Mike Lawler, No. 337 South Clark 
street. The men who did not close were Bar- 
ney Zacharias, No. 174 Clark street, and 
David Smith, No. 278 State street. 

In) the first place raided, No. 174 Clark 
street, ninety-eight prisoners were secured, 
making it the biggest arrest, numerically, 
effected in several years. 

The plaee is Harry Romaine’s old stand, 
and was kept by Barney Zacharias. The raid 
was made at 3 o’clock. Two hours later ten 
more prisoners were secured, making the total 
number 108, | 

The second place invaded by the police was 
the basement at No. 278 State street, kept oy 
David Smith, All the prisoners were con- 
veyed in patrol wagons to the Harrison Street 
Station and locked up. 

Twenty were released within an hour by 
putting up a deposit of $20. The others were 
released as fast ag they could persuade their 
friends to advance the bail bond. 

Detective Freeman’s Work. 

The arresis were made by Detectives Mc- 
Carty and Loftus, assisted by Detectives 
Marks, Wagner, Freeman, Heirsch, and El- 
liot, all of Central Station. 

The information was sworn out by Detect- 
ive T. T. Freeman, who has been watching 
these piaces for several days waiting an op- 
portunity for a big catch.

Private Exhibition of Siegel, Cooper & 
Co,’s New Attraction,
